Bombs explode 
at two posts 
in S. Israel 

■ TEL AVIV, Dec. 29 ( AP) — Two bombs 
exploded Monday morning within 15 
imnutes of each other at two soldiers’ hitch- 
hiking posts in southern Israel, a police 
spokesman said. In both incidents soldiers 
waiting for rides at the posts “escaped injury" 
because they spotted the bombs and moved 
out of range before they exploded. 

The first charge went off at a post near 
Ashkefon.48 kilometers south of Tel Aviv. It 
was the third time in the past year that bombs 
have been placed at the Ashkelon post. The 
second bomb exploded at the Mishmar , 
Hanegev soldiers’ post, about 56 kilometers^ 
farther south. #

Lebanese premier given 
warm welcome in Syria 


DAMASCUS, Dec. 29 (AP) — Lebanese 
Prime Minister Shafik Wazzan arrived here 
Monday for talks with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad on the Lebanese security situation. 
Wazzan received a warm welcome at Damas- 
cus airport. He was greeted by Syrian Prime 
Minister Abdul Raouf kasm and then drove 
to the Syrian capital to beginjhe talks. 

Wazzan is expected to meet'with Assad, 
Kasm and Foreign Minister Abdul- Halim 
kKbaddam. Syria has a 22,000'peacekeeping 
Orte in Lebanon policing a four-month-old 
creil war armistice between rightist Christian 
and nationalist Muslim militias. 

Wazzan' s visit followed dashes between

he eastern Lebanese city of Zahle in which at 
least six Syrians and 14 Lebanese were killed.

Pakistan urges U.N. talks 
on withdrawal of Soviets 


HONG KONG, Dec. 29 (AP) — Pakis- 
tan’s Foreign Minister Agha Shahi called 
Monday for immediate negotiations under 
United Nations auspices to set a timetable 
for withdrawal of Soviet Vroops from 
Afghanistan. 

He said Pakistan will recognize the 
Soviet-backed regime of President Babrak 
Kannal “once there is a settlement and 
Soviet forces are withdrawn.” 

In a speech to tbe Foreign Correspondents 
Club, Shahi said the latest United Nations 
resolution calls for U.N. Secretary General 
’ Kurt Waldheim to institute a political 
dialogue between Pakistan, Iran and 
Afghanistan. 

He said the next step in the seardi of a 
peaceful solution to the Afghanistan crisis 
should be appointment of a special represen- 
ted by Waldheim — ot a viat by Waldheim 
to the three capitals fora personal assessment 
of the situation. 

“We are ready to enter into dialogue 
immediately under the auspices of the secret- 
ary general provided it is understood, “our 
readiness or participation in this dialogue 
riot construed as recognition of die. Babrak 
Karma! regime,” Shahi said. 


He added: “we have made it dear that 
recognition will follow Soviet withdrawal.-' 
Shahi, who is en route to Pakistan after a 
four-day visit to China, said the main stumbl- 
ing block to a political settlement in 
Afghanistan has been the Afghan govern- 
ment’s demand for direct negotiations with 
Pakistan and Iran. He said Kannal repeated 
this offer of three-way direct talks on Sunday. 
Direct negotiations, he said, would imply 
recognition ‘‘and legitimization of a govern- 
ment set up through foreign intervention.” 
He also said that Islamic countries would 
find it difficult to maintain good relations 
with the United States if Washington attemp- 
ted another rescue mission to free the Ameri- 
cas hostages in Irap. He warned that such a 
move “would be counter productive and 
would be condmned by the Islamic world," 
He called the abortive U.S. rescue raid in 
the Iranian desert last spring “unfortunate." 
He stressed drat all Islamic countries had 
done their best to persuade Iranian leaders to 
free the 52 American hostages and they 
continue, their search this year for an “hon- 
orable” settlement erf the hostage crisis” con-’ 
sistentwith Iranian interest and international 
law." . -

Thai Job agency 
closed; others 
under control

BANGKOK, Dec 29 — A Thai job 
agency has been dosed and many others are 
under surveillance following complaints of 
hundreds of workers seeking employment in 
the Middle East Police authorities also 
revealed that at least five per cent of the job 
placement agencies operating here are bogus 
institutions and action was bring taken 
against diem. 

The first job firm to face legal action by the 
Thai Labor Department for defrauding 
workers is the International Employment 
Service Company which was ordered dosed 
Monday and a search warrant issued after the 
manager who is believed to be in hiding. 
Labor chief Vi chit Saeng thong said Monday 
that the company had charged between 
$1,150 and $l,400'per worker promising to 
find jobs in the Middle East 
He said similar action was being contemp- 
lated against all agencies which have been 
found cheating workers. “We need to dear 
this situation so that people will not be placed 
in difficulty” be. added. 

Meanwhile, police authorities here are also 
inquiring into complaints that passports of 
Thais who had applied for Middle East jobs 
were being used by dud-cheque swindlers 
and in under-hand financial . dealings in 
Europe. The country’s Interpol bead Maj. 
Gen. Priak Voramitr said Monday: “Many 
unsuspecting Thai job seekers are finding the 
themselves involved in something they know 
nothing about" 

He appealed to the government here to 
take Stern action against job placement 
agencies which offer to apply for passports 
for workers and use them for criminal pur- 
poses in France and Switzerland without their 
knowledge. 

Thai authorities also lifted the ban on 
national going to work in Iraq as the war 
situation there became less dangerous. The 
first batch of some 27 construction workers 
left Monday for Baghdad. The government 
also took precaution to ensure that the Iraq 
company will treat them fairly and 
announced that in future it could double 
check employment conditions before allow- 
ing Thais to go there. 

Palestine, Jordan 
exempted from 
Iraqi entry visa 

BEIRUT, Dec. 29 (R) — All Arab nation- 
als, except Jordanians and Palestinians, will 
require entry visas to visit Iraq, Lebanese 
' Foreign Ministry sources said here Monday. 
They said the Iraqi Foreign Ministry had 
informed Lebanon of the new measures, 
which cover the Lebanese. No explanation 
was given for this measure. 


JEDDAH, Dec. 29 (SPA) — King Khaled 
and members* of the royal family had a busy 
day; Monday meeting with citizens of Qasim 
region.

Education Minister 
Dr. Abdul Aziz AI-Khuwaitar then 
announced that schools in the area will be 
dosed Monday and Tuesday as students were 
to participate in (he ceremonies.

Ri\ ADH, Dec. 2« (SPA) — Finance and 
National Economy Minister Sheikh 
Muhanunad Aba AJ-Khail said the prospects 
of achieving economic integration between 
Gulf and Arabian Peninsula statvsare likely 
because of the similar economic policies 
adopted hy the countries. 

If suih unity is realized, the region will be a 
major economic power, a center fur Joans and 
financing and petroleum and gas industries, 
Aba Al-Khail said. In addition, the region 
would also have a vital role in the interna- 
tional scene, he added. 

In an interview with the Kuwaiti daily As 
Siya*eh. Aba Al-Khail said there are signific- 
ant fijeiniN confirming the possibility of 
reaching economic integration among the 
region’s countries. He said the desire to 
achieve such integration is increasing day 
after day among the people of the area. The 


region’s increasing experience in dealing with 
the rest of the world makes economic integra- 
tion essential. Aba Al-Khail added. 

■‘We want to be viewed as equal partners 
by the rest of the world, rather than produc- 
ers of cnide," the minister said. Economic 
integration a mong the region’s countries is an 
important step. in realizing this objective, he 
said. 

Aba Al-Khail said that Saudi Arabian- 
Gulf states economic unity is a natu ral choice, 
because of the traditional ties and common 
interests among these countries. This possi- 
bility was enhanced further by commercial, 
and property ownership agreements which 
are in their final stages, he pointed out 

However, Aba Al- Khail ruled out the pos- 
sibility of achieving full self-sufficiency for 
the Gulf region .“I don’ t think the question of 
self-sufficiency could be realized.

Writing about the bridal money, I think, 
should be considered a national obliga- 
tion, and every writer on the subject 
should deal tbe matter in his own say, in 
order to modify tbe thoughts which have 
their sway in the marriage of young cou- 
ples. This would be considered the first 
step toward the budding of the future. 

It is a matter of utmost regret that some 
families consider the girl as property that 
can be bought and sold, without any 
regard for her feelings and sentiments. 
They don't care whether she will be happy 
if the bridal money is set at SR 1,000 or if 
she will be happier if it is SR200.000 — 
with cars, jewelry and gifts for her and 
the members of her family who arranged 
her sale for that amount. 

I believe no prudent girl would place 
stress on the bridal money as much as on 
the spouse who she is going to share her 
life and would become responsible for her 
and her children. It has been observed that 
many a marriage with pomp and show has 
not lasted more than a few and has ended 
in a divorce. Such a divorced girl would 
consider herself fortunate to find a new 
groom of her age and conforming to her 
own thinking on life. Her previous 
husband, who paid thousands of riyals as 
bridal money, may still be able to pay as 
mudi for another marriage, and so on. 

But an educated young man. who strug- 
gled hard in his life for the completion of 
his studies, finds his meager salary as an 
obstacle in his marriage since he is notable 
to pay a fabulous amount as bridal money. 
Consequently, he either remains unmar- 
ried or marries a foregin gid, resulting in 
tiie creation ot' social problems and caus- 
ing thousands of young girls to be unmar- 
ried. 

Some parents have queer demands; 
they ask the would-be groom to provide a 
furnished villa in addition to the bridal 
money. But none of them has ever looked 
for a noble and educated young man for 
his daughter, regardless of whether he is 
capable of paying any bridal money. It is a 
tragedy that still persists in our society.

RIYADH, Dec. 29 (SPA) - Hie 
Academic Qualifications Equivalency 
Committee for the Higher Education 
Ministry ruled that secondary postal 
institution certificates in the Kingdom 
qualify students for enrollment in univer- 
sities. However, the students should enroll 
.in colleagues that complement their edu- 
cation from the postal institutes, the 
committee said. 

There are three secondary postal insti- 
tutes in the Kingdom, which are located in 
Riyadh, Dammam and Jeddah. About 
2,000 students are studying in the three 
institutes at present, and 360 are expected 
to graduate by the end of the current 
academic year. 

In other educational developments, 
Deputy Riyadh Governor Prince Sattam 
attended the annual ceremony of the vol- 
untary Koran memorization groups held 
at AJ-Firian mosque in Riyadh Saturday. 
Prince Sattam granted prizes totaling 
SR3 34,000 for distinguished students, 
among which were 16 students who 
memorized the entire holy book. 

The ceremony was addressed by Sheikh 
Abdul Aziz ibn Baz, chairman of the 
departments of scholarly research, religi- 
ous ruling, religious guidance and Dawa 
(call to Islam); Sheikh Abdul Aziz ibn 
Muhammad Al- Sheikh, head of the 
department for promotion of virtue and 
elimination of vice; Sh eikh Abdul Rah- 
man ibn Abdullah AJ-Firian, head of the 
voluntary Koran memorization group. 

The religious leaders emphasized in 
their statements die virtue of the holy 
Koran and called for total adherence to its 
teachings and principles. Sheikh Firian 
mentioned in his statement the increasing 
number of Koran memorization schools. 
The number of schools rose sharply from 
only five, a few years ago, to 73 for boys 
and three schools for girls.

Phone services disrupted 

Contractor cited for cable damages

_ RIYADH, Dec. 29 — Negligence by a dig- 
ging contractor caused several thousand tele- 
phone subscribers to temporarily lose their 
service last Wednesday, according to Saudi 
Telephone’s Riyadh District Manager 
Muhammad Jamil Mullain a press statement. 
Mulla also said v Monday the damage would 
cost several million riyals to repair. 

According to the official, Saud Al Murebid 
Establishment workers cut through eight 
cables while excavating on Khurais Road, 
near die new National Guard complex in 
Riyadh. The contract company will be 
responsible for the damages he added. 

The cables involved totaled 8,200 pairs of 
telephone wires, 206 junction lines connect- 
ing two exchanges and a co-axial cable run- 
ning from Riyadh’s television station to the 
t ngismi tter site. Because of the severe extent 
df The damage, which caused inconvenience 
and disruption of service to individual sub- 
scribers, a major hotel and the television sta- 
tion, — approximately one-half kilometer of 
the cables required replacing, according to 
the official. 

Mulla said that when the cable damage was 
discovered, Saudi Telephone's Riyadh Dis- 
trict Maintenance Department immediately 
gathered at the scene, with mobile telephone 
facilities, to supervise repair operations. 
Co-operation, facilities, to supervise repair 
operations. Co-operation, material and 
labour assistance from the Phiiips-L.M. 
Ericsson Joint Venture and their sub- 
contractor, Dong Ah Construction, resulted 
in a crew of about 70 technicians setting up a 
camp on the site and working shifts around 
the dock to effect the repairs. 

By Sunday, 7,200 of the 8,200 damaged 
cable pairs had been replaced and repaired, 
and officials said that telephone service had 
been restored to the majority of affected sub- 
scribers, Working lines from die remaining 
1,000 pairs were transferred to an intact 


cable to ensure service continuity. The 206 
junction lines, which are contained in two 
cables connecting the Khurais exchange with 
the Nasecm exchange which has not yet been 
placed imo-service, would be repaired by 
Monday . ' officials said. The co-axial cable 
was repaired and television service restored 
within two hours of the discovery of the dam- 
age. 

The serious inconvenience, and danger, 
caused by cut or damaged telephone cables 
can be prevented by Saudi

War of words in Horn of Africa

NAIROBI, Dec. 29 (OFNS) - A stiff 
ultimatum to Somalia to end its “expansionist 
activities" in eastern Africa, delivered by the 
Kenyan and Ethiopian heads of state after a 
conference in Nairobi, has caused a sudden 
and serious deterioration of the security situ- 
ation in the volatile Horn region. 

The government in Mogadishu has inter- 
preted this ultimatum as “an act of war" by 
Ethiopia and Kenya and has called on all 
Somalis to mobilize for war against the two 
• neighboring countries. 

r On Dec. 15, President Daniel Arap Moi of 
' Kenya visited Sudan and held talks with Pres- 
ident Jaafar Numeiri. The visit was seen as a 
step toward a tripartite pact in which Africa’s 
. largest country, Sudan, would join with 
Ethiopia and Kenya in a move to block what 
they aU see as a bid by Somalia to step up its 
campaign to acquire its “lost lands" in north- 
eastern Kenya, the Ogaden of Ethiopia, and 
Djibouti, on the Red Sea coast. 

This is a long-standing Somali dream which 
has always been bitterly resisted^ by the 
Ethiopians, who are once again fighting 
Somali rebels in the Ogaden. and also by 
Kenya, which has just mobilized its forces to 
quell a new outbreak of violence and lawless- 
ness in the northeast, which the government 
here insists has been fomented from across 
the border in Somalia. 

The new twist to the Somali secessionist 
with startling suddenness 



after the head of Ethiopia’s military govern- 
ment, Mengistu Halle Mariam arrived in 
Nairobi just as Kenyans were gripped with 
near-hysteria following the wave of killing*: in 
the province bordering on Somalia. 

The government had j ust imposed a severe 
security clampdown on the predominantly 
Somali population of 300,000 in the affected 
north-eastern province, accusing them of 
non-cooperation, hiding killer gangs and sec- 
retly supporting Somalia's aims. 

Western diplomats here were surprised at 
the severity of the reprisals taken against the 
population, and though a "heat of the 
moment" threat by the local provincial com- 
missioner to starve the whole population by 
stopping famine relief supplies was overruled 
by President Moi, most of the Somalis were 
herded into makeshift camps and schools for 
interrogation, while many houses were 
burned down by the security forces. 

Eyewitnesses have told harrowing stories 
of the harsh treatment meted out and the 
minister in charge of internal security, admit- 
ting there may have been over-zealousness, 
haK offered to consider compensating those 
who lost their homes. 

Attempts, to have the security measures 
debated in parliament here were rejected by 
the speaker on the grounds that the Somali 
MPs who raised the issue as a matter of 
urgency failed to muster enough support 
from other members. 

. While there has undoubtedly been a wide- 
spread wave of unrest in this sensitive area, 
independent investigations reveal that many 
of the recent lawbreakers are fugitives from 
the Somali rebels fighting the Ethiopians in 
the Ogaden, while others are members of the 
so-called Somali Salvation Front (SODAF), 
which is backed by Ethiopia and aims to top-' 
pie President Siad Bane’s government in 
Mogadishu. 

There is also a colorful character, well 
known and feared by the local people as Abdi 
Mudhode, a deserter from the Somali army. 
He fled to Kenya five years ago where he 
turned to poaching, and was caught by 
Kenyan game rangers who castrated him 
before turning him in to the police. Later 
Mudhobe suffered a second misfortune at the 
hands of Kenyans when he was cheated by a

woman who purchased his property near 
Garissa with fake currency. Mudhobe swore 
vengeance on game rangers and those who 
cheated him of his money. 

The raid in which seven Kenyan rivil ser- 
vants were shot dead and which resulted in 
the state of emergency being declared last 
month was carried out by Mudhobe and his 
gangsters wearing army camouflage jackets, 
and he is alleged to have left a note claiming 
responsibility. The shop he attacked was 
owned by the woman he claims tricked him 

The Kenyan government, however, insists 
that Somalia is behind all the recent trouble 
and is aimed at causing a state of instability 
prior to renewing demands for the territory to 
be handed over. 

While many foreign observers have been 
surprised at the bellicose stand which Kenya 
is now adopting and the oft- repeated threats 
of ending the Somali problems “once and for 
all”, it has also come as a shock to the gov- 
ernment in Somalia. In reacting to the 
Kenya- Ethiopian demand, an official state- 
ment issued in Mogadishu expressed surprise 
at “how easily Kenya fell prey to Abyssinian 
intrigues" and hinted that Col. Mengistu was 
carrying out the strategic interests of what it 
famed “Ethiopia’s unholy allies.” 

This Somali innuendo is seen by some, 
observers as suggesting that perhaps Men- 
gistu has been making the most of the anti- 
Somali feeling current in Kenya to try to talk 
President Moi out of his prior commitments 
to the United States for the use of military 
installations in Kenya, if required by the U-S. 
Rapid Deployment Force. 


DAMASCUS. Dec. 29 (Agencies) — 
Syria has accused “U.S. imperialism, Zion- 
ism and the regime of King Hussein” of Jor- 
dan of plotting against the Syrian Socialist 
regime. 

The accusations were made by Syrian offi- 
cials during the burial of Darwish Zouni, a 
member of the Syrian National Progressive 
Party, who was assassinated in Damascus 
Saturday. Syria blamed the outlawed Muslim 
Brotherhood organization for the assassina- 
tion. 

“U.S. imperialism, Zionism and the regime ■ 
of King Hussein have turned Jordan into a 
den for plotting against Syria’s security and 
stability 'and have turned it into a training 
camp for murders," said Mahmoud Zobi of 
Syria’s ruling Socialist Baath Party Com- 
mand, the National Progressive Party, to 
w hich Zouni belonged, is a junior govern- 
ment partner with the Baath Party. 

Syria holds the Brotherhood responsible 
for bombings and assassinations that killed 
more than 200 supporters of the Baathist 
regime over the past IS months. 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 29 ( R ) — A future Labor 
Pany government in Israel would offer grea- 
ter freedom to the occupied West Bank but 
would retain key areas for eventual annexa- 
tion.

Nearly one-fourth of the world’s popula- 
tion embraces die religion of Islam. Yet, here 
in the U.S., most Americans cannot deariy 
explain what die difference is between Islam 
and a Muslim, and in the same breath, asks 
what the difference is between “Allah" and 
die Lord of die other religions. 

As the talk continues, inevitably the Mid- 
dle East enters into the discussion since 
Arabs, and Muslims (or is it “MusIemS? ") 
are one and the same — or at least so some of 
the media often infers. And further, there is 
confusion as to why die Iranians are not 
Arabs and die same people, since they look 
alike and are all Islamic ! 

Even though there is a general lack of 
understanding of even the fundamentals of 
the religion of Islam, the sects and divisions 
are deariy understood. Many who take some 
interest in current events, and especially in 
the Islamic World and the Middle East, often 
attempt to explain with authority — although 
without facts or knowledge — exactly who 
and what the Sunni and Shfia are, what they 
are doing to each other and their precise rede 
in each troubled Islamic country. 

To further advance the understanding of 
what Islam is and what Muslims believe in. 
President-elect Ronald Reagan has waved 
bis sword of knowledge. I am in no position to 
totally evaluate Ronald Reagan’ s knowledge, 
but it seems his education and understanding 
of Islam has not progressed beyond the mis- 
conceptions perpetuated about the 
Crusades ! The President-elect of tire United 
States of America has given his “SalamsV to 
the Muslims and has introduced himself to his 
counterparts in the Islamic world. With 
authority and a blurred vision of the current 
geopolitical standing of the Middle East, 
Reagan has declared, ( Time Mag. Nov. 17, 
1980) and lately we have seen die pos- 
sibilities of, literally, a religious war — the 
Muslims returning to the idea that the way to 
Heaven is to lose your life fighting the Chnst- 
iaos or the Jews.” Although some of the 
above are generalities, I, as a Muslim, often 
bear such comments. 

Although Muslims number more than 800 
naflion in the World, Muslims in North 
America number only some 3-4 million. Mus- 
lims in North America have no ethos: It is 
impossible to stereotype or create an image 
of *em. The mosaic of North American Mus- 
lims is as varied as the vastness of the Islamic 
World itself- Generally speaking, American 
Muslims do not project a high profile. This is 
not always by choice. The “image-making 
business” in the media and position promot- 
ing sectors of government, business and edu- 
cation are not conducive to profiling Mus- 
lims. As Muslims in America, we have many 
challenges and barriers to overcome — some 
[ self-created by traditional inheritance, some 
imposed. 


The world is ritanging. and the Islamic 
World is changing. American Muslims have a 
responsibility m this evolution. In this change 
in the Islamic World, there is also revolution 
— political revolution, economic revolution 
and social revolution. Although this evolu- 
tion and revolution has been viewed almost 
daily by Americans on TV, it is questionable 
whether die roots and meaning have been 
understood, despite nightly explanations by 
die network Night Line. Those in govern- 
ment, in media commentary or even in some 
of the hostages’ families who grasp the 
reasons for change, are “tamed” or 
“sidelined.” Islam, as a major religion arid 
directional beacon, is quickly moving with its 
believers into the 20th Century, and will be 
accorded its proper position, with or without 
the misunderstandings and misconceptions 
perpetuated in the U.S. and in other non- 
Islamic countries. 

President-elect Reagan has given his defin- 
ition of “Jihad” . President Carter has stated 
that what happened in Iran under the Shah 25 
years ago is already “ancient history.” It wiQ 


Who would have imagined 3-4 years ago 
tb at an elderly religious Islamic nationalist 
could completely alter the international 
scene? Surely the super-powers did not 
believe a Muslim leader would have so 
affected their foreign policy. As Henry IV 
stood awaiting in & mow trying to under- 
stand the religious dilerpma of his time, so 
now Carter stands. Not only Carter. but many 
more in the entourage and delegations stand 
in tile sands of the Middle East or at the 
doorstep in Algers awaiting a solution (from 
Iran) to the religious and political dile mma 
which is not understood by some, and which 
others refuse to study. 

There is turbulence and trouble in the 
Islamic World from the former Spanish Sah- 
ara on the Atlantic coast to the Sulu Sea in the 
South Philippines, But is this unrest and 
evolution not an expression and manifesta- 
tion of Muslim people saying, they want to 
join in abetter way of life? Is h nota rejection 
of their immediate past? the Muslim people 
are in an unsettled area of the world that is 
vetynmdi a part of the changing world order. 
The way the UA media often shapes the 
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be tragic if Reagan does not learn about the 
past 25 years, and even more tragic if be 
declares the past 4- 10 years as past history, 
especially regarding U.S.-Islamic relations.

r LIUBICEV AC, Yugoslavia — Ljubicevac 
is the place that has everything — everything, 
thkf is, except happy families. Its wealth is 
funded on Yugoslavia’s biggest angle 
export, the supply of “guest workers’ for the 
p&gperoos industrial towns of Western 


lathe past 15 years, two million Yugoslavs 
have travelled abroad to make their fortunes. 
Nowhere is this wealth more apparent than in 
Ljubicevac, a Serbian village in right of the 

> I Danube. 

Until the exodus began, its peasants were 
always the poorest in the region. 

They scraped a subsistence living from tiny 
pfatfofland and brought up their families in 
oob^oom houses of mud and wood. Now the 
I t raditional houses have gone and in their 
placpare hu ndreds of brick and concrete vil- 
las .representing architectural styles from 

eva£.counDy in Europe. 

Saicfe have 15 rooms or more. All have 
fitted, klchess and luxurious imported furni- 
ture. 

Bntmany of them are empty , because emp- 
tiness is tile price Ljubicevac has had to pay 
for its material gains . Almost every able- 
bodied man and woman works abroad. It is a 
village without fathers and mothers. A village 
of old people and children. 

Only at New Year and in July is it different. 
Then everyone comes home from the West, 
tooting the horns of their new cars as they 
race through the 'narrow lanes. 

On the road outside Ljubicevac, I stood 
with a'schoolboy called Boris as be waited for 
his father to return home from Austria, 
where he has worked on die railways for 10 
years. 

Two 1 5- year-old school friends were keep- 
ing Boris company. Their fathers work 
abmad too, one in BMW's Munich plant, the 
other at a Danish agricultural equipment fac- 
tory. 

Boris puffed anxiously on a cigarette and 
repeatedly the time on his fll a nri - 

nated electronic watch. Occasionally he 
gulped a mouthful of wine from a bottle he 
was sharing with his friends. 

Whenever headlights appeared, Boris 
shouted that this must be the bus bringing his 
kther the station. 

It is the children who suffer most m 
Mnbtcevak. Piste Mticulovic, 17, told me 
Scornfully; ‘AD the adults want biggeT and 
fflore expensive houses. Whaf s the point? It 
,4 * i®H a game.’ 

0 Some villagers have built two vast homes 
tide by ade — one for themselves and one for 
their children when they grow up. Every day 
"hen 14-year-old Mkica Goganovic wakes

The story of the village children is often 
one of truancy, drinking and smoking. Few 
complete their education, which makes find- 
ing a job in Yugoslavia almost impossible. 

And they will not be able to live off the land 
because the peasant plots are ran down or 
abandoned and there is no one around to 
teach them how to raise crops. Their only 
hope is to become guest workers too. 
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news, one repeatedly hears about the “ofl- 
ricb Arab Muslims” or is it, “Muslim oil-rich 
Arabs,” the “Iranian; religious radical 
clergy’ ”, and the determined Afghan Mus- 
lim freedom fighters. Now frequently does 
one hear about the well-managed diversified 
resources of the predoannantely-Mnslim 
country of Malaysia? When die Muslim Afri- 
can leader from Nigeria, one of the largest ofl 
suppliers to tile U.S., recently visited 
Washington, D.C., he was barely noticed by 
the media, and slighted on being introdneed 
to the American people. And what a great 
nation Nigeria may become with 100 million 
people! 

But let us not forget the other Islamic Afri- 
can nationalists. The Leader of Libya and the 
President of Niger — it is reported by the 
media — are participating in the creation of a 
potential threat tb<it win be held-ov^r the -, 
world be the irresponsible harij§t'pf the* 
Islamic blackmailers. The “Islamic Dooms- 
day Bomb” is being ‘seoretiy developed,’ 
while every step is being documented and 
followed from the uranium mines in Africa, 
via charted air flight patterns over North 
Africa, to identified European equipment 
suppliers shipping to Pakistan. The “Islamic 
Bomb” is being secretly developed while 
being so- well documented? Why an “Islamic 
Bbmb,” a “Doomsday Bomb”? When the 
U.S. developed nu dear weapons, were they 
ever, called ‘‘Christian A-Bombs”, of have 
you ever heard of a “Jewish Bomb” a 
“Hindu Bomb”, or a “Communist Bomb”? 
Yet we hear of the secret “Islamic Bomb” 
which the West has identified. 

Time Magazine (April 16, 1979) did a 


cover story on Islam. Time took pride in their 
coverage and objectivity. Yet, on the cover 
page, the very cover, the title “Islam" was in 
script with the bold-typed sub-title “The 
Militant Revival” Why is Islam's revival 
“Militant”? 

Islam is a part of the changing World order. 
A great deal of wisdom, patience and aban- 
donment of old ideas and past arrogance 
must be manifested by all parties. Many 
international norms are going to be thrown 
out the window: many already have been. 
Furthermore, many more internationally 
accepted diplomatic standards are not going 
to be accepted by people who had no voice in 
structuring these criteria, which do not rec- 
ognize their plight, let alone sympathize with 
their. noni-existence status. 'Die Europeans, 
Russians, Chinese and our own U.S.A. had 
their histories shattered by self- inflicted 
revolutions. The stability of so many coun- 
tries is governed by long-evolved self-suiting 
norms and so-called internationally recog- 
nized laws. But is it not reasonable to study 
the changing world order and ask who 
developed the current internationally 
accepted diplomatic criteria, and who do they 
serve? what is the plight of nearly 3 billion 
people, many of whom are also Muslims? 
And consider a tragic UN. figure — 10 per 
cent of the world’s population uses 90 per 
cent of the World’s resources. Americans 
consume almost as much of the World’s pro- 
tein as the rest of the Wodd has available. 

The revolution in Iran surprised many. But 
what is really surprising is that the so-called 
specialists were surprised! They should not 
have be em Wha t is happening in Afghanistan 
is tragic but part of the trend. Is the Iraq- Iran 
conflict the beginning cf a decade of control- 
led disintegration? Who evolved the previ- 
ously mentioned internationally accepted 
norms for what purposes? Why should the 
changing world order, with or without the 
Muslim resource-rich area and people-poor 
countries, be accepted as a matter of course? 
The projected annual global military budget 
of 1981 will be approximately $500 billion. Is 
this grotesque figure to maintain or deter the 
changing Wodd order? 

Since Islam is not so well understood in the 
educated, democratic, free, open, highly 
developed and limited industrialized world 
with all its facilities at hand, how can such a 
highl y derated society, which is a lesser per- 
centage of the world, be understood by an 
opposite world, including the Muslim World, 
a world that is trying to up-root what was and 
to make itself into what it aspires to be? 

Islam in itself may not be the sole political 
unifying factor for a diverse Muslim people. 
Bnt Islam is a very broad based religious sys- 
tem. Islam for many Muslims offers an alter- 
native to both the Western and Eastern sys- 
tems. Perhaps if Islamic principles are 
implemented in their truest sense, a Third 
Wodd order will evolve. The unrest in so 
many of the developing areas of die Wodd is 
not only because_6f th e lack of resources and 
education. There is also a record -of a lack of 
commitment by the endowed, a lade of 
achievement by those with capacity, and the 
inability of either the Eastern or Western 
systems to help solve die less developed 
countries’ pressing problems. 

What happened in Monrovia, Liberia, in 
many ways was not so unlike Tehran, Iran. 
What is happening in Morocco and the 
former Spanish Sahara is not, in many ways,-* 
unlike die Iraq-Iran conflict The Sudan — 
compare it with Indonesia. Parallels and con- 
tradictions there are and and most be discus- 
sed. 

The changing world order started 3 
decades ago — whether we noticed or not —

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ISRAELIS EMIGRATE 

Around half a million Israelis, some of them 
recent immigrants, some bom there, are now out- 
side Israel. They have chosen to leave for a variety 
of reasons: the economic crisis, conscription into 
the army and insecurity. Within Israel, 7000 univer- 
sity graduates are unable to find jobs. 

The latest reports from Israel show that 
Begin’ s government has had to slash the country’s 
defense budget by a full third, bringing it down from 
$3 billion to 2 billion. Israel’s generals are aghast. 
They say that the government’s measure, which is 
designed to combat the country’s runaway inflation, 
will mean a reduction of 1 0,000 soldiers and 20,000 
backup personnel. 

Meanwhile, and with the government losing 
steadily its fight against inflation and deepening 
recession, news came of the Begin cabinet? s rejec- 
tion of the plans to declare formal annexation of the 
Golan Heights, which the Israelis occupied in 1967. 
The rejection, it is reported, has the full endorse-, 
ment of the Labor opposition. 

This surprising “moderation^ was explained, 
in part, by American pressure (in itself something of 
a surprise), and by worry among the Israeli leader- 
ship over the decline of the country’s international 
standing, following its annexation of Jerusalem. 


The Greek 
role in 
Europe 

(EDITOR 'S NOTE : Greece joins Ae European 
Community as afuU member on Jan. I. Montague 
Woodhause, politician, historian and forsier guerrilla 
commander in Greece daring World War If, looks at 
the Greek role in Europe).

“I am going to Europe,” says die Greek when he 
flies to London or Paris. He would not say that if he 
were flying to. Warsaw or Bucharest, still less to 
Moscow. Europe still means Western Europe to the 
Greeks, although history and geography have sepa- 
rated them from the West ever since the Roman 
Empire was divided in the fourth century between 
two capitals, Rome and Constantinople. 

Three times since then attempts have been made 
to re-unite Europe peacefully (not counting the 
attempts to do it by force). Two of diem failed; the 
third is now in progress. In all three, Greece has 
played a pivotal role. The first attempt was made by 
Charlemagne at the end of die eight century. He 
proposed a dynastic marriage, either between him- 
self and Irene, the first woman to rale die Byzantine 
Empire, or between his daughter and her son. But 
the Greeks took flight an d refnsed. S o Europe 
remained divided. 

The next opportunity came in 1439, when Greek 
and Latin delegations met in Florence to re- 
establish a union of the churches. A Decree of 
Union was actually signed, but the Greeks never 
put it into effect. They feared the domination of the 
Pope, and they had not forgotten the Fourth 
Crusade, which the Venetians and their allies had 
diverted in 1204 to capture and loot Constantinople 
and establish a Latin Empire. , 

The Latin Empire lasted less than 60 years, and 
paved the way for the Turkish conquest in the 15th 
centmy. It showed, like the later attempts by 
Napoleon and Hzder, that Europe could not be 
permanently united by force. Having learned that 
lesson, we are now in die midst of the third peaceful 
attempt at European unity. A new stage is reached 
at the beginning of 1981 with the formal entry of 
Greece into the European Community. 

The Greeks have joined, like everyone else, 
because they expect economic advantages. They 
will gain advantages similar to the Irish, but they 
also bring with diem exceptional assets; the largest 
merchant shipping fleet, by far the largest tobacco 
production, and a special relationship with die oil- 
producing countries of the Middle East Still, they 
will find the economic adjustments painful at first 
and they may be tempted to follow the British 
example of b laming all their woes on the Treaty of 
Rome. 

But President Constantine Karamanlts did not 
bring Greece into the EEC amply for economic 
reasons. His outlook is political, and he has-a. strong 
sense of history. He believes that integration with 
Western Europe is essential for the security, stabil- 
ity and progress of his country. Greece, he has often 
said, belongs geographically to Eastern Europe but 
psychologically to die West Can this necessarily 
ambivalent position be turned into an asset both for 
Greece and for Europe? Greece’s chief political 
asset may prove to be the opportunity to open a 
window to the East. 

The Greeks have more Communist neighbors 
than any other member of the Community, and an 
exceptional length of frontier with them. Their 
immediate neighbors — Albania, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria — are also exceptionally diverse in their 
brands of communism, and the Greeks have acute 
experience in dealing with them, which goes bade 
long before they became Communist 

Today, Greece’s northern frontier is die most 
open that exists anywhere between Western and 
Eastern ‘Europe. Thanks to Karamanlis* calculated 
policy since his return in 1974, Greece's relations 
with the Balkan states are doser and more stable 
than they have ever been. Beyond them, Greece's 
relations with the Soviet Union are also greatly 
improved on the functional level, which is the level 
on which Karamanlis always prefeis to work. 

Greek culture lies at the base of both East and 
West European civilization, though in a different 
sense in each case. Greece alone of the members of 
the EEC has shared its own variant of Christianity 
with the dominant power in Eastern Europe, whose 
present rulers have been unable to suppress it. On 
Greece's northern frontier die Iron Curtain is 
almost ceasing to exist 

Nobody can foresee how this new fluidity will 
settle down. But we must hope for the best For if 
we succeeded in dissolving the rigid barriers 
separating 10 European states only to substitute for 
them an equally rigid barrier round those 10 states, 
separating them from the rest of Europe, that would 
be an unsatisfactory achievement 

Hie entry of Greece into the Community should 
at least make that less likely. And we shall no longer 
hear the Greek flying to London or Paris saying: 
“I'm going to Europe.” He is already there. 



Reagan’s bureaucracy growing

WASHINGTON - 

President-elect Ronald Reagan’s transition 
operationin Washington does not anger well for die 
streamlined, efficient bureaucracy he promised to 
create after his election to die White House. The 
former Californian governor is currently pr esiding 
over the largest, most expensive — and, some say, 
most chaotic — transition team Washington can 
remember. 

Reagan promised to cut government waste, 
e limina te inefficiency and do away with unneces- 
sary government agencies. The lavish transition 
office here amounts to a newly created government 
agency in itself, and there is mounting evidence that 
its operations are far from cost-effective, or even 
effective. 

Half-way through the transition period, the team 
already expects to exceed its $2 million budget cf 
government money by at least 50 per cent. Were it 
not fen' the large number of unpaid volunteer work- 
ers, and as many funded by Reagan camp aign con- 
tributions, the operation would be even more mas- 
sively over budget 

The plain fact is that the transition team leaders 


do not know how many people are working for 
them. They were supposed to {xibfish a list of work- 
ers and salaries some weeks ago, but have been 
unable to come up with one. 

“There are 588 names listed in our internal tele- 
phone directory” says Press Secretary James 
Brady, “but that’s perhaps only half die foil staff.” 
Separate task forces have burgeoned in such num- 
bers that there is no centra] record of who is work- 
ing for whom. Estimates of the entire work force- 
vary wildly between 588 ad 1,500. 

The transition’s financial controDer, Verne Oir, 
estimates that salaries alone will cost the team $1.5 
million of its official $2 million budget. On top of 
that, he expects to pay some $250,000 on traveling 
expenses for Reaj^n and his entourage, and the 
same amount on travel and living expenses for 
transition personnel arriving in Washington, where 
the team has rented 4 5 apartment Another quarter 
million, at least, will go on “telephone bflls and 
overheads.” One figure budgeted under this head- 
ing is at least $50,000 for photocopying. 

The transition office groans beneath a veritable 
Everest of paperwork. Reports piled upon reports 
stand in offices, corridors, lobbies. There are Cur- 
ricula vitae from applicants, submissions on policy

and personnel from over 100 task forces,* and vpt 
u urinous correspondence with people seeking 
offering or in other ways discussing jobs, jobs, jobs.

Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Most newspapers Monday led with King 
Khaletf s patronage of functions held in his honor in 
Buiaidah and Unaizah Sunday afternoon. In a lead 
stray, M Jfierfuui.said the King would dedicate the 
grains silos project in Qasim Monday. 

In a front-page story, Al BOad quoted Habib 
Chatti, secretary general of the Organization of 
Islamic Conference (OIC), as saying he expected 
the forthcoming Mecca Islamic summit conference 
to play a significant role in ending the Iraq- Iran war. 
In another page one"story , Al BOad quoted Crown 
Prince Fahd as raying: “We will continue to support 
the Afghan Mujahideen” (revolutionaries). At 
Jaarah gave front page.coverage to a statement by 
the Munster of Finance and National Economy, 
Sheikh Muhammad Aba Al-Khail, in which he said 
“We have succeeded in combating inflation and 
Arab economic self-sufficiency still remains our 
dream” . In a front-page story in Al Riyadh, Sheikh 
Saad Abdullah Al- Sabah, the Kuwaiti premier and 
heir-apparent, was reported as saying the Arab 
states of the Gulf might hold a ministerial meeting 
soon to discuss the Kuwaiti concept of a joint Gulf 
strategy in all fields. 

Newspaper editorials continued to comment on 
King Khaled’s visit to Qasim, saying the public ova- 
tion defied description.

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El Salvador troops 
encircle leftist force

SAN SALVADOR, Dec. 29 (R) — Gov- 
ernment troops have surrounded a 1,500- 
stroog left-wing guerrilla farce which 
advanced into El Salvador from mountain 
refuges on the Honduras border two days 
ago, army sources said Monday. 

A member of the army garrison in the 
department of Chalatenango said the guerril- 
las were enrirded near the town of Dulce 
Nombre de Maria, 160 km north of San Sal- 
, vador, after nearly 24 hours of fierce fighting. 

; El Salvador's defense minister, Col. Jose 
■ Guillermo Garda, said earlier that the army 
• had checked guerrilla advance. He said the 
guerrilla column was made up of Cubans. 
Panamanians, Nicaraguans, and Salvado- 
, rans. 

Offidal sources said it also contained 
militants from the five major guerrilla groups 
1 which make up the so-called Democratic - 


Revolutionary Front. The front’s leader, 
German Gen fu egos, recently launced that 
preparations were underway for a final offen- 
sive against El Salvadors ruling civilian- 
military junta. 

Anny sources said at least 20 guerrillas and 
six soldiers were killed in the fighting near 
Dulce Nombre de Maria. An army spokes- 
man said other guerrilla groups dashed with 
troops in several towns north of 
Chalatenango but were contained by the 
army. 

He said die troops intended to wipe out the 
guerrillas and dean up the area which had 
become a hideout for insurgents. The guer- 
rilla advance into northern El Salvador was 
one of the biggest offensive of the undeclared 
civil war which followed the overthrow of El 
Salvador's military president, Gen. Carlos 
Humberto Romero, in October 1979. 


7 die in French avalanches 


GRENOBLE. France, Dec. 29 (AP) — 
Two separate avalanches in the French Alps 
Sunday killed seven persons, including five 
members of the state police force who were 
guarding a television crew against mountain 
dangers. Since last Monday, 15 persons have 
been killed by avalanches in France. 

The policemen had been specially trained 
in mountain security. A few days ago, they 
were assigned to guide and protect a televi- 
sion crew while it was filming a mountain 
adventure series for a French station. 

The television crew members and about 10 
other agents on the expedition near die 
Alpine town of La Grave escaped injury, 
authorities said. “It was a rairade no one else 
was injured or killed,'’ said Gaetan Bazrere, 
the head of the police mountain team. 

Barr ere said six of the agents were ahead of 
the rest of the group when one of diem 
noticed a dangerous change in the snow and 
radioed back to the others to take cover. He 
said the group ran to a nearby tunnel. 


“The avalanche suddenly came roaring 
down at an estimated speed of 200 kilometers 
an hour" Barrere said. “The agent who 
radioed the alert miraculously managed to 
ding to a rock. The other five were swept 
down the mountain. We saw them going 
down." 

The mayor of La Grave, Ernest Juge, 
severely criticized the television crew for ask- 
ing for protection from the police. "Televi- 
sion people always love to film something 
spectacular, but this time they have gone too 
far," Juge said. 

The other avalanche fatalities occurred 
near the Alpine resort of Les Arcs. Officials 
said three skiers were trapped in the 
avalanche, quickly found and transported by 
helicopter to a hospital in nearby Bourg- 
Saint- Maurice. 

Officials sad two of the skiers, both from 
the Netherlands, died soon after reaching the 
hospital. The th ird skier was in serious condi- 
tion.

Sydney bomber asks $1 m 


SYDNEY, Dec. 29 (R) - The Wool- 
worths stores chain received an extortion 
note asking $1.17 million Monday after 
another bomb was found in one of its shops, 
police said. Three Woolworths stores were 
bombed earlier this month. The only explo- 
sion during business hours, in a big shop in 
central Sydney on Dec. 24. slightly injured 
two people after thousands of shoppers and 
staff had been evacuated following a tele- 
phone warning. 

Police refused to give any details of the 
extortion note, but a Sydney newspaper 
reported that it threatened more bombings in 
trading hours with less warning time unless 
Woolworths paid $1.17 million in cash, gold, 
and diamonds. 

The bomb was discovered by a security 
man in a Woolworths store in Liverpool, west 
of Sydney, late Sunday night. An army bomb 
disposal team removed it for examination.

S. Africa jet crashes 

MASERU. Lesotho. Dec. 29 (AP) — A 
South African Airways passenger plane 
crashed while landing Monday at Maseru 
Airport, but the passengers and crew escaped 
injury, the South African Broadcasting Cor- 
po ration reported. 

The SABC said the Hawker Siddeley 748 
.twin-engine turboprop was on a scheduled 
■ flight from Johannesburg to die Lesotho cap- 
ital with 18 passengers aboard. 


The radio, monitored in Abidjan, said 
mopping-up operations by the army in the 
predominemly Muslim city were con tinuing 
to dear the area of what it called undesirable 
elements.

“The armed forces have successfully dis- 
lodged religious fanatics from areas occupied 
by them in Kano," the radio said, quoting the 
minister. “Hostages captured by. the fana- 
tics hdve been set free and are being kept by 
the infantry brigade in Kano." 


PARIS, Dec. 29 (Guardian) — What the 
French left has called die most shameful law 
since the Vichy regime was passed by the 
French Parliament recently when it approved 
rigorous police identity controls and a police 
right to hold suspects for three days without 
charge. 

With a touch of irony, die law obliges 
police to cany out identity controls with cour- 
tesy but for the first time since die war, 
French people and visitors must show heir 
papers to the police. If they refuse, they will 
be held in custody for six hours until they 
have proved their identity. If not, the police 
can hold them for three days. 

Despite a previous freedom of choice when 
approached by police, the authorities have 
long since turned a blind eye to tough police 
controls on immigrants and young people 
which now have official backing. The new law 
is part of a range of repressive reforms which 
Le Monde said posed the whole question of 
"human rights and the extension of police 
p&wer over citizens. “In parliament, the 
leader of the left-radicals, Michel Grepeau, 
said use of the new power “would show 
whether France will still be a democracy in 
the coming years.” 

Apart from giving police more control, the 
laws restrict judges over the flexibility of sen- 
tences for violent crimes, reduces prison 
parole and introduces new criminal charging 
procedures that can short circuit the protec- 
tion of examining magistrates. 

Although the reforms, sponsored by the 
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justice minister have been modified during 
bitter debates in both houses, the essential . 
theme of a reduction in judicial and persona] 
liberty has been maintained. 

The project which had the general tide of 
“Safety and Freedom'’ is seen as part of the 
general pattern of repression during die dos- 
ing months of President ’ Valery Giscard 
cfEstaing’s seven years in office. The minister 
a Ganllist who was brought into the cabinet as 
a liberal reformer, has been instrumental in 
checking moves to abolish the guillotine and 
blocking procedures that could have thrown 
light on a series of scandals including the gift 
of diamonds to Giscard from former 
Enqieror Bokassa. 

But the leader of the Communist group in 
the assembly, Robert j Ballanger, saw the lat- 
est changes as more evidence of Giscard* s 
increasing dominance.

BELFAST, Dec. 29 (AP) — Gunmen shot 
dead a part-time soldier Late Sunday night, 
ending a Christmas calm in the troubled Brit- 
ish province-, police reported Monday. 

Hugh McGinn, 47, a part-time member of 
Britain* s territorial anny reserve and a father 
of five children, was gunned down when be 
answered a knock at the front door erf his 
home in Avmagh, 48 km southwest of Bel- 
fast, police said. 

A number of gunmen were involved and 
several shots were fired in the incident police 
said. The assassins escaped in a car.

Chlorination said cancer risk

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (WP) — New 
studies have provided “significant evidence" 
of slightly increased cancer risks among 
people who :■ drink chlorinated water, which 
indudes 75 per cent of the U.S. population, 
the US. Council on Environmental Quality 
has said. The chlorine industry did not dis- 
pute the finding. 

In a report on five independent studies in 
as many states, the council said the finding s 
showed" increased risks large enough to be of 
concern, but small enough to be very difficult 
to separate from ...risks associated with other 
environmental factors.” 

The studies were focused on 1 1 ,398 people 
who died of gastrointestinal or urinary tract 
cancer in five upstate New York counties, 20 
parishes in Louisiana,- 70 Illinois counties 
outride Chicago and all of Wisconsin and 
North Carolina. These were matched up with 
groups similar in age, sex, occupations and 
other factors, but who died of other causes. 
The main differentiating factor between the 
two groups was that more in the fii^uumed 
. out to have drunk chlorinated water.

Asia history planned 

BANGKOK, Dec. 29 (AP) - An interna- 
tional team appointed by the U.N. Educa- 
tion, Scientific and Cultural Or ganizatio n has 
begun work on a 27-century history of central 
Asia, a UNESCO release said Monday. The 
six-volume work is expected to comprise 
3,000 pages and win include. ; the history of 
Afghanistan, western Chin a, _ udithera India, 
northeast Iran, Mongolia, Pakistan and the 
central Asian republics of the Soviet Union. 

The release said the work would be useful 
in helping the peoples erf the region “dis- 
cover, re-evaluate and assert their own cul- 
tural identity."

Subjects in one study drink- 
ing chlorinated rural runoff water were up to 
three times WkgKer to have died of rectal 
cancer than die control group. 

That, Harm said, is because rural runoff 
has more natural organics in the form of * fer- 
tilizer and decaying ve ge ta bl e ma tiw than 
urban runoff does, and therefore more 
organic compounds will form when chlorine 
is added. 

These compounds are called trihaloge- 
nated methanes, and large doses of them 
have been linked to cancer in laboratory ani- 
mals. “There’s an alphabet soup of organic 
material that results from chlorination, and 
all the byproducts aren’t even identified yet,” 
Harris said. 

Robert Mitchell of the Chlorine Institute in 
New York noted that the findings appeared 
to reinforce other studies on the effects of 
chlorine in water. “I guess we can’t dispute h 
at this point,” he said. 

The industry produces 12 million tons of 
chlorine each year and sells it for$l -2 billion 
wholesale, he said, but chlorine for water is 
only 5 per cent of the business. Chlorine's; 
largest use is in m aking polyvinyl chloride,- a' 
'supple plastic used in seat covers and else- 
d in bleaching naoer. he said.

BDA's own offices in Bintulu are not 
scheduled for completion until August next 
year. The town has been administered from 
Sarawak! s capi tal „ Kuching, about 500 kins to 
the west, with senior officials making visits by 
plane. 

Bintulu' s virtual inaccessibility by road has 
compounded its problems. With no road 
through to Kuching, almost everything has to 
come in by air. river or sea, which has helped 
to push up prices and delayed deliveries. 

But as with all boom towns, Bintulu's 
inhabitants — the businessmen, the shop- 
keepers, the restaurant and hotel owners, and 
the workers themselves — will put up with 
the chaos as long as the money keeps rolling 
in. ; 

Bintulu has drawn its unskilled work force' 
from all parts of Sarawak. Most are Ibans or 
Sea Dayaks, many of them from logging 
camps in the interior, and, according to offi- 
cials in Kuching, this has caused labor shor- 
tages feu- die state which has a population of 
only 12. minion. 

Officials see Bintulu's development as the 
state' s number one priority. But they are also 
aware of the danger on a lopsided develop- 
ment wealth in the towns and extreme pov- 
erty in the undeveloped interior where many 
communities axe reached only by boat. 

However, the stage's thrust towards indus- 
trialization has been eased by the abundance 
and diversity of its natural resources. Last 
year it exported oil worth S630 million and 
timber worth $410 million. Other exports 
indude rubber, palm oil, coconut oil and fish 
products. 

The federal government has also backed 
up its confidence in Bintulu's development by 
providing the necessary finance from its 
resources and by loans raised through com- 
mercial banks, Japanese yen credits or 
development agencies. 

A syndicated loan worth $550 million 
involving 62 hanks was agreed earlier this 
year to help to finance the LNG project 
which has been set up as a joint venture bet- 
ween Petronas, the government s national oQ 
agency which owns 65 percept of the capital, 
the Royal Dutch Shell group and Japan's 
Mhsubislftjorporation, each of which holds 
17.5 per cent.

TOKYO. Dec. 29 (R) — The Japanese 
cabinet Monday approved an austere 
national budget which failed to meet U.S. 
hopes on defense spending to counter a 
Soviet military build up in the Far East. The 
draft allowed for a 7.61 per cent rise in 
defense spending over the fiscal year 1980, 
which ends next March, far short of demands 
from Washington and the Japanese defense 
establishment for an increase of about 10 per 
cent. 

The cabinet accepted the budget, which 
goes to parliament next month, after a week 
of debate in the conservative ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP) over the finance 
ministry's initial draft which would have 
raised spending on defense by only 6.7 per 
cent. 

The finance ministry said the final draft 
held government expenditure for fiscal 1981 
at ($225 billion), a rise of 9.9 per cent. The 
increase, the lowest in 22 years, was designed 
mainly to reduce massive deficit financing 
through national bond issues. 


The major alteration in the government 
draft was on defense spending, which was 
increased to ($11.5 billion) — the world's 
eighth largest defense budget — from the 
($11.1 billion) envisaged by the ministry. 
Government sources said it allowed for the 
purchase of two U.S. C- 1 30 transport planes, 
a 4.500-ton missile destroyer, six Japanese- 
made short-range surface- to- air missiles and 
a 2,900-ton destroyer, all of which were 
excluded from the Finance ministry’s plan. 

The sources quoted Defense Minister Joji 
Omura, who said earlier this month he could 

not be held responsible for Japan' a ’ s security 

unless defense spending was increased by 10 
per cent, as saying on the 1981 budget 
improved prospects for completing the minis- 
try’s Five-year- defense plan ahead of 
schedule. 

The United States has increased pressure 
on Japan to do more to protect, itself, espe- 
cially its shipping lanes, in view of the Soviet 
military build-up in the Far East, the Iranian 
crisis and the Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 


Soviet Bloc changes steps 
to protect living standards 


VIENNA, Dec. 29 (R) — Except for East 
Germany, all Soviet Bloc states have altered 
their sights in their economic plans for next 
year and are preparing for another year of 
restrictive policies to protect domestic living 
standards. The example of Poland has shown 
it could be dangerous to let living standards 
fall too much while pushing for industrial 
expansion. 

Most of East Europe has been adversely 
affected by rising oil prices and recession in 
the West. 

East Germany whose strong economic pos- 
ition within the Soviet Bloc roughly parallels 
that of West Germany in the Common Mar- 
ket, provides the main exception, planning a 
vigorous five per cent growth rate next year. 

The 1981 annual plans, announced in 
pre-Christmas parliamentary sessions across 
the Soviet Bloc, all seek to dear oil-induced 
balance of payments deficits with strong 
export expansion and a curb on Western 
imports. 

Continuing a trend seen this year, the East 
Europeans will cut back on costly investment 


projects requiring Western equipment, lower 
their international borrowing requirements 
and reduce less necessary consumer goods 
imports. 

But it remains to be seen. Western 
economic analysts here and in east Europe 
said, whether die cumbersome adjustment 
mechanisms in these economies can handle 
such cutbacks while the need for imported oil 
grows and Western technology imports 
remain essential to stay competitive in many 
industries. 

The oil problem should begin to get espe- 
cially difficult next year since the Soviet 
Union, which supplies most of the area's 
crude oil at prices around half the world level, 
announced last June that it would have to 
freeze its annual deliveries during the next 
five-year plan at the 1980 level of 80 million 
tons. 

East Europe will have to turn increasingly 
to producers such as the members of the 
Organziation of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) to find new supplies at consid- 
erably higher prices, the analysts said.

The match was destined for a draw when 
India batted on in its second innings with 
dashing San deep Patil needing eight runs to 
complete his first century of the tour. 

But Queensland had other ideas and Geoff

diving catch. 

The agressive Patil displayed a wide range 
of dazzling strokes during his stay which 
began after tea Sunday and his 13 fours and a 
six dearly demonstrated his attitude. 

The innings was closed at 344 for eight, 
setting Queensland the near impossible task 
of scoring 394 to win in 324 minutes. 

Geoff Dymock’ s two for 56 and Jeff Thom- 
son's three for 58 showed both are far from 
finished as they overcame the Placid Gabba 
strip and the patient Indian batsmen intent on 
getting viral practice for the tests.

The Indian pa re men showed they meant 
business with a series of short pitched 
deliveries that had the Queensland openers 
ducking, but David Rathie and Martin Kent 
survived long enough to add 3 1 before Rathie 
was bowled by Binny for J7. 

Kent put together an entertaining 41 
before he fell victim to his ov.n impatience 
and it was left to Queensland to bat out time 
until the storm hit midway through the after- 
noon session. 

After the match Wing Commander Dur- 
rani threw off the gloom caused by this 
injured players and predicted an even Test 
series against Australia.

PEKING, Dec. 29 ( AP) — Shouting "l am 
prepared to die” the widow of Chairman 
Mao Tse-Tung disrupted her trial again 
Monday and was dragged out of court. Com- 
munist Chinese sources said. The prosecutor 
demanded she be sentenced to death. 

Jiang Oing, 67, reviled the court during her 
defense bearing, yelling “it is right to rebel” 
aod “making revolution is no crime,” the 
sources said. 

She was ordered to leave after her out- 
burst, but refused to move and was hauled 
out by bailiffs in front of 600 spectators, they 
said. Jiang also was expelled from court for 
disruptive behavior an Dec. 12. Official 
accounts did not mention Jiang's tirade, but 
said prosecutor Jiang Wen urged the court to 
sentence her to death after she Finished her 
“unreasonably tricky defense statement. 

The state-run Xinhua news agency also 
quoted the prosecutor as criticizing Mao him- 
self for not apprehending Jiang at the time of 
her alleged . crimes. It was one of the sharpest 
published attacks to date on the late founder 
of Communist China, but it stopped short of 
implicating .Mao directly in the alleged 

crimes of the Cultural Revolution, for which 
his widow has been charged. 

Monday’s testimony was the final and most 
explosive appearance by Jiang before the ■ 
court hands down verdicts and sentences in 
tile trial of her and nine other disgraced radi- 
cals. The defendants, ’ including die famous 
“Gang of Four" politicians led by Jiang, are 
accused of treason and the persecution of 
thousands of people during tire 10 years of 
purges that began in 1966. 

Chinese officials maintain Mao was not 
involved in the crimes allegedly committed 
without his knowledge when be was old and 
ill. Jiang has insisted her actions were legal 
and approved by Mao himself. 

“It is futile for Jiang Qing to attempt to 
cover up her counter-revolutionary by using 
Chairman Mao as high priest." Xmua quoted 
the prosecutor as saying Monday. 

But he criticized Mao for other mistakes 
made during the period. 

“The people of all nationalities throughout 
the country are very dear, that chairman Mao 
was responsible, so far as his leadership was 
concerned, for their plight,” he said.

Iran asked the United States earlier this 
month to deposit $24 billion with the 
Algerian government as guarantees for assets 
Iran wants returned. Monday was the hos- 
tages 422nd day of captivity. 

Commenting on the television film of the 
hostages released over the Christmas holi- 
days, Rafsanjani said: “Ail the world saw the 
film of the spies and knows they are healthy 
and happy after a year and some months.” 

"You call this treatment barbaric and 
uncivilized but the savage crimes of the 
U.S. ..in the world are not considered savage 
and are said to be signs of civilization” 


Rafsanjani was interrupted three times 
during the course of his remarks -by Majlis 
deputies shouting “God is great” and“ Death 
to America."

IRANI, Italy, Dec. 29 (AP) — Heavily 
armed police reinforcements surrounded the 
Traoi maximum security prison Monday for a 
possible assault to rescue the 19 guards taken 
hostage by about 70 prisoners; including a 
number of convicted terrorists, authorities 
reported. 

While police helicopters circled overhead, 
nearly 200 paramilitary policemen dad in 
bullet-proof vests and armed with sub- 
machine guns and rifles took up positions 
around the prison compound in this city on 


the Adriatic Coast north of Bari. The guards, 
all unarmed, were grabbed by the prisoners 
returning to their cells from the afternoon 
break Sunday. The prisoners barricaded 
themselves in two wings of the prison, built in 
1975 and one of the most modern prisons 
in Italy. One guard reportedly was injured 
while being taken prisoner, but there was no 
official confirmation. 

Prison sources said the rebels had handed 
over a note as they sat down to negotiate with 
Nicola De Marinis, the state prosecutor in the

ISLAMABAD, Dec 29 (AP) — The first 
anniversary of the Soviet military interven- 
tion in Afghanistan passed without signific- 
ant incidents Saturday in Kabul, the Afghan 
capital, a Western diplomatic source said 
Monday.

Doctors learn personal touch 


PHILADELPHIA, Pennsylvania, Dec. 29 
l AP) — Two doctors at children's hospital, 
convinced that modem medicine couJkl use a 
dose of old-fashioned warmth and sensitivity, 
are studying their colleagues' “bedside raan- 


“The job of the doctor goes beyond simply 
seeing if all of the organs are functioning 
properly," Dr. Gordon Hodas, a child 
psychiatrist, said. “There's a need for a per- 
sonal touch, a need to treat the whole person, 
to understand what really makes people 
tick.' 

Hodas and Dr. Paul Honig, a pediatrician, 
have received a 2 % year, $78328 grant 
from the William Penn Foundation to teach 
“interpersonal skills" to first-year physicians 
doing their hospital residency, id hopes of 
reducing worry among patients. 

The physicians are videotaped in the hospi- 
tal’s outpatient clinic as they take medical 
histories and examine young patients in the 
presence of one or both parents. The tape is 
reviewed and critiqued, with Hodas and 
Honig later pointing out strengths and weak- 
nesses to the resident pediatricians. 

“No. you can't teach empathy. It has to be 
there,” Honig said. “But if if s there you can 
teach people to make maximuni use of it, to 
spread around personal warmth and under- 
standing.” 

The residents and the parents of the 
patients know about the experiment, and a 
television camera is quite visible in a corner 
of fee examination room. HOnig and Hodas 
watch a television monitor in a room down 
the hail. . 

The subject fee other day was Bob Ross, a 
graduate of fee University of Pennsylvania 
Medical School. SaUie Johnson bad brought 
her 2-wcek-old daughter. Quetta, for her 
first physical. The camera was on. A reporter 
watched wife fee two doctors. 

After several minutes, Honig turned to fee 
psychiatrist and noted: “I think you ought to 
mention that he really hash t touched fee kid. 

"He's strictly business. He knows he’s 
being watched, and he doesn’t feel free 
enough yet to be spontaneous. He seems like 
he has to follow fee cookbook way of doing 
things." 

“We feel that each doctor needs to be 
doing two things,” Hodas added. “He needs 
to touch the mother, make contact with her. 


and he needs to touch fee child ... for an older 
child it's for fee benefit of the child and fee 
mother. For a young child it’s for the benefit 
of the mother. We look for feat, and we look 
for it eariy.” 

The history- taking was over. Ross began 
fee examination. 

“That’s nice, he's talking to fee baby," said 
the pediatrician. “He’s talking through fee 
kid to fee mother." 

Ross peeled off fee infant s undershirt and 
paced a stethoscope an her bare chest. She 
bawled. 

“Good, good," said fee psychiatrist. “He's 
saying things feat will make the mother feel 
good about her baby. And look, he's examin- 
ing the baby on the mother's lap. They’re 
-working together. That's great" 

■ The two doctors have a rating sheet on 
which they record residents' behavior traits, 
noting such little things as whether they offer 
the mother a chair or leave fee room without 
explanation. 

At one of the once-a-week roundtable dis- 
cussions fee two doctors hold with residents, 
Hodas presented fee resident pediatricians, 
wife a hypothetical patient — a 3-monfe-old 
baby with colic. 

“Is this a first- child, and if so is the mother 
maybe overreacting to the crying?" he said. 
“That’s something you ask. Is fee mother's 
nervousness over a firet-bom, her anxiety, 
being transferred to fee baby? Did she just 
read about crib death in fee newspaper?” 

“Many times parents feel trapped,” he 
said.’ “They don’t realize that sometimes 
bringing in someone for a few hours and 
goring out is great therapy. ” 
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state officials and local dvil servants to 
improve their performance and do more and 
more foe the people.

In AI-Muzneb, Prince Badr told fee people 
that the King promises to visit fee areas per- 
sonally at the earliest convenience. He 
attended a .tea party and hoped for more 
progress in AL Muzneb in fee coming years in 
various fields.
